ZTJBIOH, SwnzBBtAiro, Oct. 15,1886. 
EDS. RUPPUMOAN:—In one of the bean 


tifnl valleys of northern Switzerland lie 
Lake Zurich, 26 miles long and from 1 tc 
3 miles wide. The shores sloping up 
wards to the wooded cresti of the low 
mountain ranges which inclose the valley 
are thickly dotted with villas and village) 
nestling among o.chards and vineyards 
while along the horizon at the southern 
extremity of the lake, stretches a range oi 
the high Alps, from whose glaciers and 
snow fields its waters are fed. From, the 
northern end pours forth with arrowy 
swiftness theLimmat, rushing along as 
if in haste to accomplish its descent of 
1350 feet to the distant sea. 


Here, on both banks of the river, lies 


the picturesque oity of Zurich, stretching 
its suburbs like long arms down the aides 
of the lake and pushing its street's up the 
mountain slopes. From a hundred favor- 
ite points of view, on hillside and lake, 
the fine scenery ia kaleidescopio ia the 
almost endless combination of mountain, 
valley, lake, river, city and village, which 
it shows; and the citizens Beam never to 
tire of climbing the hills to gaze upon the 
beautiful panorama. Especially are the 
dasy welcomed in which the long line of 
snow-clad Alps show themselves unveiled 
by clouds, like some vision of supernal 
splendors—some mighty troop of the 
white-robed standing on the outer walls 
of the blue heavens. 


Zurich is the chief manufacturing oity 


of Switzerland, and it seems almost Amer- 
ican in its air of business activity and 
wealth. The, rapid current ot the Lite- 
mat turns the giant wheels of the great 
silk factories built on piles in its midst, 
while further down, the stream is thrown 
on one side and made to turn immense 
driving wheels from which the power is 
transmitted by great wire ropes from mill 
to mill along tho banks. A. long stretch 
of bank below the oity has bean preserved 
for manufacturing establishments yet to 
come, and the power to run tbem is ready 
to be furnished in any required amount. 
These Zuriohers seem to have almost a 
Chicagoan's faith in the future of their 
city. 


The manufacturing Cantons of which 


Zurich w the commercial center are suf- 
fering much from the competition of the 
United States and Germany, and from 
the protective tariffs which nearly ex- 
clude some of their chief manufactures 
from the neighboring countries. And 
here as elsewhere has come the blight of 
over production, and the stagnation of 
trade and industry. It is reported that 
7,000 silk weavers are out of employ, and 
this last cummer for the first time Zurich 
has been the scene of strikes and labor 
riots. Ihe competition of Germany and 
Italy does not confine itself to their own 
territory, but the laborers of these coun- 
tries swarm into Switzerland, underbid- 
ding the Swiss laboiera and taking their 
work from them. I have heard the most 
bitter complaints, especially against the 
Germans, whose hardy competition has 
driven thousands of the Swiss into emi- 
gration, chiefly to the United States. 
There ia a saying tha^ "Yon can find 
Swiss in all parts of the world but Swit- 
zerland, which ia now inhabited by Ger- 
mans." 


Zurich is the intellectual capital of 


German Switzerland as Geneva is of 
French. The great federal polytechnic 
institution is here with its palatial build- 
ings and its hundreds of students from 
all parts of the world. The new chem- 
ical laboratory, which opens this week, ie 
a magnificent structure seemingly large 
enough for a university in itself. It i 
said to be the largest in the world. 


The oity has also its historic interest 


There, on the Lindonhof, a hill in tne 
center of the town, was the Tnrioum o 
the old Komans. Not far away m the 
lake, was once a city of the Lake 
Dwellers, already ancient if not extino 
when Borne was founded, 
Here, in t 


niche in one of the towers of the cathe 
dral, site a grim statue of Charlemagne 
who is claimed to have begun the build 
ing, and who sometimes oame to Zurich, 
perhaps for a enrnmer among the Alps 
In the cathedral pulpit, Zwingli, tne 
Swiss Luther, preached Zurich into prut 
estanism. Here by the Limmat stands 
still the guild houses of the old medieval 
guilds; and yonder is the 
widening 


valley. «ept. 25,1799, Marshal Maaenua 
gained his great victory over tne tiud- 
siuns, took Zurich and saved France 
from invasion. The older parts of the 
city show iheir antiquity by the narrow 
crooked streets whion look as if the firsl 
houses were set down at random and the 
streets found their way among them as 
best they could. 


TUB DBINKINQ HABIT IN EDBOPB. 


Dining a few days ago with our cour- 


teous and excellent U. S, Oonsul, Geo L. 
Oat in, now in his ninth year of consular 
service, here and in France and Germany, 


school excursions. I have seen a few 
persons, chiefly Germans, drinking beer 
with their meals, and one only taking wa- 
ter. The poorer classes, it is said, take 
cider. Wine, beer, cider or schnapps are 
thought to be necessary to health, for la- 
boring people at least. The belief seems 
general that it is not healthful to drink 
water. Most people drink coffee with 
their breakfast and the afternoon luoch, 
and wine with dinner and supper, au also 
with the forenoon lunch, nearly all labor- 
ing people and servants taking the 
five meals a day. A Swiss pastor's wife, 
an intelligent woman, seriously wart-o i 
us that though the water was excellent, it 
is cot safe to drink it without wine.or 
sugar to "oat" it. We had noticed that 
the lecturers of the College de France al- 
ways pnt sugar in their glasses ot water. 


It is sometimes claimed that the com- 


mon use of wine and beer is a preventive 
of intemperance; and that in the wine 
lud beer drinking countries intoxication 
ii rare. I am sorry to say that we have 
*een plenty of drunken 'men in both 
France and Switzerland. It may be true 
Jiat the use of wine and beer at table 
does not commonly lead* to a taste for 
stronger drinks; but those who drink 
:hese beverages at their tables, feel little 
hesitation in drinking at the Cafes and 
saloons; and m the lower classes of SH- 
oons the deeper drinking and stronger 
drinks follow by a law as certain in one 
country as in another. 


But intoxication is by no means the 


worst evil that comes from the drinking 
labits of European workmen. Worse 
>y far is the poverty brought upon tl em- 
selves and their families by this universal 
and enormous consumption of wine, beer 
ani stronger drinks. Again and egam 
have we heard good people deploring the 
poverty and suffering caused among the 
common people by excessive drinking. 


It is surprising that tho great eociaas's 


whn have studied so profoundly the prob- 
em of poverty.and have devised so many 
schemes of social reform to prevent th's 
>overty, should never fix their attention 
upnn the drinking habits, which are its 
most fruitful cause. Could the money 
spent for strong drinks, including wine 
and beer, be saved in the numarous in- 
surance societies so common here, it 
would afford a protection against the 
imes of slack employment like the pres- 
ent, or oi sickness and old age, which 
would relieve labor of its bitterest tiiilR, 
and poverty of its worst terror—the un- 
certainty of the future, There is not a 
government in Europe to day that doe i 
not tremble at the incessant muttentige 
of the subterranean and always threuttn- 
ng force of malignant socialism, or mon- 
srohism, inspired, if not born, of a pov- 
irty one half of which, at least, is aelt- 
tnposed by the use of useless it not 
mrmful drinks.

we remarked upon the Swiss complaints 
of loss of work by American and German 
competition. Bus said the consul, Swiss 
laborers are suffering much more from 
their drinking habits than from any de 
aline in their customary industries. The 
use of schnapps, a sort of bad whisky, ie 
becoming prevalent among taem. I find 
this statement confirmed by the reports- 
of other consuls. 
Consul Gifibrd, of 


Bale, in his report of 1884, says: ''The 
statistics show an increase in dram drink- 
ing during the last ten yeara which, if 
not checked, must end in affecting Swiss 
industries very disastrously. So far as 
tnis conoular district is cocoerneJ, it IB 
reported that the number of public 
houses in the cinton of Bale Oity has in- 
creased during the last decade from 289 
to Ml; in Soleure from 411 to 705; in 
Argovie from 348 to 1220, while in the 
latter canton the population has slightly 
diminished 
In all Switzerland thenum 


ber of drinking places has increased 
from 17,000 to 20,000, BO that there is one 
such place for every 50 adult males. And 
these figures indicate only a part ot the 
evil, Distillation being tree, there are 
numerous stills scattered over the conn- 
try, of various capacities, from distilleries 
operated by steam, to the little domestic 
still, where the father or mother prepares 
poison for.the whole family, from pota- 
toes, refuse grapes, cherries and other 
fruits and vegetables. 
In the single 


oanton of Berne, there are 6036 ot these 
distilleries, yielding one million gallons 
of schnapps a year. * * It is the work- 
ing people who suffer chiefly from this 
evil. It is from their ranks that th- 
prisons are chiefly filled, where one-half 
of the inmates are said to have been 
brought by drink." The picture is dark, 
but not darker than my observation leads 
me to believe is true. It is confirmed by 
the fact that the Uwiss Fedeial govern 
ment has taken the alarm, and a oommis- 
eion of the National Council is now in 
session at Bale preparing the project of a 
law for the restriction of the manufacture 
of alcoholic drinks. 


The truth seems to be that the use of 


strong drinks is on the increase ia Eu- 
rope generally. Several ot our con nls, 
like Mason, ot Marseilles, and Williams 
of Rouen, admitting the increase of in- 
temperance, attribute it to tbediminiihed 
production and increased price of cheap 
wines. Doubtless these causes have had 
some influence, but other causes have had 
more.

versal here. I have found Ibis true in 
both French and German Switzerland as 
well as in France.

In Antwerp and Brussels, -which 


are the two largest cities of the country, you 
See many sights which remind you of Paris. 
Brussels, the capital of 'the country, prides 
herself on being like Paris, and she has her 
Palace flu E.oi, which corresponds to the old 
palace of the Tuileries, her Bois de la Cam- 
bro corresponding to the Bois de Boulogne, 
and she is cleaning up and widening her 
streets in. the same way Paris has been doing 
since the days of Louis Napoleon. Tho old 
Flemish nation is passing away and a French 
Belgian people is talcing its place. The French 
language is used everywhere in Belgium, the 
French" monetary system of francs and 
centimes was long ago adopted, and the airy 


i manners and customs of Pans are now the 


beau ideal of tho descendants of the sturdy, 
fierce old Flemish ot the post. 


Antwerp has about 200,000 people and 


' Brussels is about twice as large. Both cities 
- are growing, and1 Antwerp is one of the great 


commercial seaports of Europe. In the bix- 
teenth century Antworp had 123,000 popula- 
tion, and its harbors often contained 1,000 
vessels at1 one time during that period. It 
was during the time of Charles V the most 
prosperous and wealthy city of Europe, and 
s4rpasscd.,aven Venice. 
It had great com- 


TOercial fairs, and among its business men 
were l',000 foreign commercial firms. One 
of its millionaires died and left about $0,000,- 
000, which was an enormous fortune, then, 
and it exported its carpets and gold, and silver 
goods to Arabia, Persia and India. Spain and 
tho Inquisition killed it. The old town in which 
its horrors of persecution were perpetrated 
still stands near the harbor, and during fhe 
Spanish regime tho best of its skilled workers 
in bilk and woolen were banished. They lied to 
England and gavo the start to their industries 
thoro 
By 1TUO the city had been reduneil to 


less than one-third of its size, and shortly after 
this the French got hold of it 
Bouapal to re- 


built its quays, and harbors, and had not 
Waterloo prevented, would doubtless have 
made it a great seaport. It is now one ot tho 
best fortilied cities in the world, and its ram- 
parts can be seen in coming into it on every 
side 
It is estimated that it would take an

n6The railroads of both Holland and Belgium 
have very cheap Cares, anil those of Belgium 
aro tho cheapest in Europe. The rates aro 
about three cents per mile for flrbt cljss, two 
cents tor second, and ono and one-halt cents 
for third class travel. Almost all trams have 
thethiec classes, and the second class, com- 
partments are good. The roadbeds of Bel- 
gium are badly ballasted, and the rails &o 
laid that there is much jolting. Tho smoking 
cars ol Holland have little boxes on the win- 
dows m which to put the ashes of your cigar 
or pipe, and cigars are generally smoked. 
The ennals form the only railway fences of

I found very good hotels in both Holland 


and Belgium, ami that at a rate ot about $8 
or S4 per day. A good hotel ilinnei in Hol- 
land costs about il or 81.30, and a bedroom 
liom eighty cents upwards, according to the

Taking fees at picture galleries and 


churches auto account, one can travel hero 
very conitoi tably on liom SO to $!> it day, and 
these amounts can be materially icdiicod if 
the traveler is willing to rough it and try the 
second class hotels, As lar ab the best accom- 


' modallon&aru com uincd, they lost about a^ 


much as in America. The only difference is, 
out- hotels lump the charges, and you know 
beforehand what your bill lull bi>. Kuiopuair 
hotels charge you, item by item, for what you 
get, and when you order thu hciine things you 
would order in an American hotel, tho total 
is about the same.

Belgium is noted £01- tho excellence of its 


auriculture, and both it and Holland are one 
vast park and garden. Of all Belgium only 
one-eighth is not cultivated, and it is sand 
there is no country in the world where farm- 
ing is so prolltably carried on. 
Hiding 


through the country you see on every side of 
you flat fields loaded with the harvest, and 
only separated from one another by the dif- 
ferent coloi s of the crops contained in them. 
There are no fences, and the roadways are as 
hard as asphalt and as smooth as boards. 
They are usually lined with trees, great for- 
est trees, straight and tall, and as old as the 
century. 
Here and there a stream cuts 


through tho vast patchwork plain ot growing 
crops and grass, and the bankb of them are 
also shaded by trees. You s,eo few cattle in 
the fields, and those which are allowed to 
graze are kept by herdsmen, 
Tho iarm 


houses and barns are low-structured build- 
ings, bunched together and roofed with red 
tiles or gray tliatch. The people working in 
the fields, men and women, are Cheaply 
dressed, and tho men wear caps and blue 
cotton, blouse-like shirts over their trousers. 


It was Sunday when I rode into Belgium 


from Paris 
The ordinary weelc day occupa- 


tions went on as usual. Men and women 
were digging potatoes in the fields and load- 
ing hay. Here'was a gang repairing the 
roadway, and at 3 p. m. we passed a rolling 
mill, and I saw an army of puddlers, 
naked to the waist, ladeling out the red-hot 
Iron. Along the streams pi-ople wore bath- 
ing, and I saw score after scoi e of boys, clod 
in tho attire of Adam before the fall, prepar- 
ing to take a Sunday s» im. The Sabbath 
does not count for much either here or in 
Franco, and Sunday is in Paris the great 
holiday of the week. It is then that the 
crowd on the boulevards is the thickest and 
gayest; it is on Sunday that the races are 
held in the suburbs, and it is then that the 
maddest and gayest of Parisian pleasures go 
their merry unmoral round.. Sunday in 
England's cities is fully as slow as it is in 
those of America. On the continent it is the 
pleasuie day of all the week.
